I  was  a  Stranger ,  atid  ye  took  me  in  :  I 
was  Jickj  and  ye  viftted  me. 

TH  E  ftrongeft  and  moft  ftriking  Figures 
of  Speech  are  to  be  met  with  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  The  Parables  with  which, 
both  the  Old,  and  New  Teftament,  abound,  are 
a  Proof  of  this ;  as  their  whole  Compofition  is  a 
continued  Metaphor :  In  which  the  Words  are 
not  to  be  literally,  and  exactly  taken,  and  yet 
they  contain  under  them  the  ftricteft  Truth,  and 
convey  to  us  the  moft  inftructive  Moral. 

This  Method  (fo  ufual  among  the  Eaftern  Na¬ 
tions)  of  conveying  Inftrudtion  by  way  of  Para¬ 
ble  has  its  peculiar  Grace  and  Force. 

As  it  lays  before  us  at  firft  Appearance  the 
Cafe  of  other  Perfons,  it  leaves  us  at  liberty  to 
judge  uprightly  and  impartially  of  it ;  and  when 
we  come  to  apply  it  to  ourfelves,  we  cannot  but 
approve  of,  or  condemn  in  ourfelves ,  what  we  have 

B  already 


already  determined  to  be  blameable  or  praife- 
worthy  in  the  Conduct  of  other  Men. 

The  Truth  of  this  Dodrine  might  be  exem¬ 
plified  by  quoting  many  Parables  from  the  Old 
Teftament : — But  there  is  little  need  to  go  fo  far 
back  for  Illuftration,  when  the  Writings  of  the 
New  Teftament  will  afford  ample  Satisfaction  in 
this  Refped ;  the  general  Mode  of  our  Saviour’s 
Jnftrudion  feems  to  be  taken  from  the  moft  ad¬ 
mired  Plans  of  antient  Wifdom  ;  hence  we  find 
the  moft  ufeful  Truths  conveyed  to  us  in  Para¬ 
bles:  The  Morals  of  which,  if  duly  attended  to, 
will  teach  us  our  Duty  in  the  plaineft  and  moft 
per  fed:  Manner.  Thus  in  that  Paffage  of  the 
Gofpel,  from  whence  my  Text  is  taken,  which  is 
a  figurative  Defcription  of  the  laft  Judgment,  and 
contains  much  of  the  Nature  of  the  Parable  in  it 
- — -Our  Saviour  is  introduced,  as  fitting  on  the 
Throne  of  Judgment,  and  faying  to  the  righ¬ 
teous — /  was  a  Stranger ,  and  ye  took  me  in  ;  I 
was  Jick ,  and  ye  vifited  me. — Now  this  muft  be 
underftood  of  Chrift,  whilft  in  his  mortal  State  on 
Earth,  and  yet  the  Reverfe  of  this  Treatment  was 
foretold  and. fulfilled  in  the  Life  and  Sufferings  of 

O 

our  Redeemer.- — It  was  prophefied,  that  during 
his  Abode  on  Earth,  He  Jhould  he  defpifed  and  re - 
jeEled  of  Men , — that  in  his  Diftrefs  they  jhould  hide 
their  Faces  from  him  ;  and  this  Prophecy  was  re¬ 
markably  fulfilled  in  the  Accounts  the  facred  Hi- 

ftorians 


ftorians  give  us, — that  whilft  on  Earth,  He  had  not 
where  to  lay  his  Head*. 

The  Parable  goes  on,  and  the  Righteous  are  re- 
prefented  replying  to  their  Judge  with  great  Mo- 
defty  and  Truth,  Lord !  when  law  we  thee  in  all 
the  Circumftances  of  Diftrefs,  that  thou  haft  de- 
fcribed,  and  viftted  and  relieved  thee  !  Our  Sa¬ 
viour  then  anfwers  them  in  thofe  comfortable  and 
ever  memorable  W ords, — Verily  1  fay  unto  you, 
in af much  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  leaf  of  thefe 
my  Brethren ,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.  Come  then , 
ye  bleffed  of  my  Father,  ye  who  have  taken  in  the 
Stranger,  who  have  viftted  the  Sick, — Receive  your 
Reward ,  inherit  the  Kingdom  prepared  for  you , 
from  the  Foundation  of  the  World. 

I  think,  I  may  venture  to  fay,  that  no  Com¬ 
mand  to  Charity,  however  ftridt  and  plain,  could 
have  affedted  our  Minds  in  a  ftronger  Manner, 
than  that  which  is  contained  in  thefe  Words.  The 
whole  Pafiage  indeed  is  the  nobleft  Exhortation  to 
the  nobleft  of  Virtues.  It  contains  in  it  every  In¬ 
ducement  to  Charity,  that  the  Fear  of  God,  or  the 
Love  of  God  can  infpire,  and  it  is  the  ftrongeft 
Application  to  thofe  moft  animating  Paffions,  our 
Fear,  our  Hope,  and  our  Love.  The  Motives  to 
Charity  which  may  be  drawn  from  natural  Bene- 

B  2  volence, 

*  This,  I  fay,  holds  true,  concerning  his  Situation,  and  Circum¬ 
ftances  in  general,  and  in  the  main  ;  tho’  it  muft  not  be  forgotten,  that 
he  had  Friends,  as  well  as  Foes ;  Friends  who  were  proud  to  receive  him, 
glad  to  minifter  to  him  of  their  Subftance,  and  to  ffiew  him  all  the  good 
Offices  which  lay  in  their  Power, 
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volence,  and  the  real  fubftantial  Pieafure  which  a 
generous  Mind  muft  feel  from  having  relieved  a 
miferable  Objedt,  are  ftrong  and  engaging. — But  I 
will  not  dwell  on  thefe,  as  they  are  lefs  cogent  than 
thofe  Arguments,  which  will  be  produced  to  you 
from  Scripture.  Chriftian  Arguments  are  indeed 
the  fitted:  for  a  Chriftian  Audience,  and  the  Paf- 
fage  of  the  Gofpel,  which  has  been  now  laid  be¬ 
fore  you,  is  ftronger  to  the  purpofe  than  Volumes 
of  moral  Difcouries,  and  contains  more  in  it  than 
can  be  produced  from  the  whole  Law,  the  great 
Book,  of  Nature. 

Give  me  leave,  therefore,  to  lay  before  you  fuch 
Obfervations  and  Reflections  as  naturally  arife 
from  this  Paffage  of  the  Gofpel ;  fuch  as,  I  hope, 
will  appear  pertinent  to  the  prefent  Solemnity:  As 
they  will  point  out  to  you  your  Duty  in  the  clear¬ 
ed:  manner ;  and  as  they  will  with  the  greateft  Pro¬ 
priety  recommend  to  your  compaflionate  Regard, 
that  particular  Branch  of  Charity,  which  we  are 
now  met  together  to  encourage  and  promote. 

From  this  Paffage  in  Scripture  many  and  im¬ 
portant  Confiderations  will  arife  :  Important  in¬ 
deed  they  muft  be,  if  the  Lois  or  the  Salvation  of 
our  Souls  be  of  any  Importance  to  us. 

The  firft  Obfervation  to  be  made  is  this,  that  at 
the  laft  Day,  when  our  certain  and  everlafting 
Doom  is  to  be  fixed,  the  great  Enquiry  to  be  made 
will  be,  as  to  our  Behaviour  to  the  Poor — -whe¬ 
ther 
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tlier  we  have  clothed  and  fed,  whether  we  have 
vifited  and  relieved  them,  according  as  our  Cir- 
cumftances  allowed,  and  their  various  Exigen¬ 
cies  required.  This  is  evident  from  the  exprefs 
Words  of  Chrift  our  Judge,  on  whole  Sentence 
our  everlafting  Happinefs  or  Mifery  depends. — 
— And  what  Weight  ought  this  Reflection  to  have 
upon  our  Minds !  Who  can  think  of  that  Day  in 
which  all  our  Thoughts,  W ords  and  Actions  will 
be  revealed  and  examined  before  an  all-wife  and 
all-mighty  judge,  without  T error  and  Amaze¬ 
ment  ?  Well  may  the  Prophet  fay,  who  can  abide 
it  ?  Not  even  the  moft  righteous  (for  none  are 
ftriCtly  fo)  but  the  merciful  only  jhall  obtain  Mercy, 
and  it  is  Charity  alone,  that  will  then  cover  the  Mul- 

oS  * 

titude  o  f  our  Sins.  All  our  Hopes  at  that  dread¬ 
ful  Hour  of  Judgment  mull  be  founded  upon 
Mercy ;  and  our  Saviour  has  exprefily  told  us  in 
this  Place  of  Scripture,  that  Mercy  will  be  diipen- 
fed  to  us,  in  proportion  to  the  Mercy  and  Com¬ 
panion  we  have  fhewn  to  our  F ello w-Creat ures. 
The  ACts  of  Goodnefs  and  Charity,  of  Relief  and 
Comfort  which  we  have  extended  to  the  Poor  and 
Needy,  to  the  Sick  and  the  Afflicted,  fhall  be  ac¬ 
cepted  and  rewarded  as  done  unto  himfelf. 

Surely,  no  ftronger  Argument  can  be  given  for 
the  Practice  of  Charity,  than  has  been  drawn  from 
this  Place  of  Scripture,  viz.  that  our  eternal  State 
of  Happinefs  or  Mifery  depends  upon  it. 

I  would 
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I  would  not  be  underftood,  as  if  I  meant  to 
fay,  that  Charity  alone  would  atone  for  every,  or 
for  any  Vice.  Fraud  and  Gppreffion,  Intempe¬ 
rance  and  Impiety,  and  every  other  Tranfgreffion 
of  the  Divine  Law  will  fubject  us  to  the  Divine 
Vengeance. — - — I  fhall  only  obferve,  that  from 
the  Place  of  Scripture,  which  has  been  recited, 
thus  much  certainly  appears,  that  all  our  other 
Virtues  without  Charity  will  profit  us  nothing ; 
that  the  Exercife  of  it  will  be  the  great  Matter  of 
Enquiry  at  the  Day  of  judgment ;  which  furely 
is  fufficient  to  recommend  it  to  every  one  who  be¬ 
lieves  in  Chrift,  and  has  Hopes  through  him  of 
everlafting  Happinefs. 

Another  great  Inducement  to  Charity  towards 
the  Poor,  which  ariles  from  our  Lord’s  Words  in 
this  place,  is,  that  he  has  vouchfafed  to  call  them 
Brethren ;  Who  then  fhall  defpifeor  negleCt  them  ? 
His  Love  and  Regard  for  the  Poor  not  only  ap~ 
aears  from  his  DoCtrine  and  Commands,  but  from 
nis  whole  Life  and  Example.  One  great  Intent 
indeed  of  his  appearing  upon  Earth  feems  to  have 
been  to  take  off  that  falfe  Glofs,  that  dazzling 
Splendor,  which  generally  attends  in  this  World 
on  Riches  and  Grandeur.  He  who  could  have 
come  down  with  irrefiftible  Power,  and  have  com¬ 
manded  inexhauftible  Wealth,  chofe  to  have  Pa¬ 
rents,  though  of  noble  Extraction,  yet  oblcure, 
and  in  low  Circumftances,  to  live  and  cojiverfe 

with 
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with  the  Poor,  to  feed,  and  relieve  them  (when 
he  could  do  it  no  other  Way)  by  exerting  his  Di¬ 
vine  Power,  and  working  a  Miracle  to  fupply  their 
Wants.  Out  of  thefe  he  chofe  his  Friends,  his 
Companions,  and  his  Fellow-Labourers,  and  feme 
of  them  in  a  natural,  as  well  as  a  fpiritual,  Senfe 
might  be  called  his  Brethren. — Let  thofe  then  be 
dear  to  us,  who  ftand  in  fo  near  a  Relation  to  our 
Lord.— — He  that  Jeeth  a  Brother  of  Chrijl  in  need^ 
and  Jhutteth  up  his  Bowels  of  Compaffion  from  him, 
how  dwelleth  the  Love  of  Chrijl  in  him  f 

In  fhort,  if  we  have  any  Reverence  for  our 
Lord,  any  Love  and  Gratitude  to  our  Redeemer  : 
— Let  us  {hew  it  forth  in  fuch  Adts  of  Charity  to¬ 
wards  our  fullering  Fellow-Creatures,  asChrift  has 
promifed  that  he  will  at  the  laid  Day  accept  and 
reward  as  done  unto  himfelf. 

Another  Obfervation  to  be  made  from  this  Paf- 
lage  of  Scripture,  and  which  will  be  properly  re¬ 
commended  to  your  Thoughts  upon  the  prefent 
Occafion,  is  Compaffion  and  Mercy  to  the  Sick. 

1  was  a  Stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in  ;  I  was  fief 
and  ye  vifited  me,  reprefen  ts  to  us,  the  two  moft 
terrible  Evils  in  Life,  Poverty  and  Sicknefs,  and 
the  ftrongeft  Exhortations  to  compaffionate,  and 
relieve  them,  by  laying  up  for  ourfelves  by  thefe 
means  Tfreafures  of  Mercy  againft  the  Day  of 
Wrath ;  and  the  Revelation  of  the  righteous  Judg¬ 
ment  of  God. — It  needs  not  Art  or  Eloquence  to 

fet 
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fet  forth  the  Mifery  and  Diftrefs  of  the  unhappy 
Sufferers,  under  the  Preffure  of  thefe  Calamities. 

plain  Narrative  will  be  the  eafieft  and  the  moll 
effedtual  Method  of  painting  this  difmal  Scene. 

Reprefent  then  to  your  Minds  the  Cafe  of  a  poor 
Man — the  Father  of  a  numerous  Family,  who  all 
of  them  depend  on  his  Labour  for  their  daily . 
Bread.  Imagine  fuch  a  one  by  Sicknefs  render’d 
incapable  ofLabour— His  Children  (land  round  him 
■ — unable  to  a  (lift  him,  or  to  fupport  themfehes. 

The  Indigence  of  his  Condition  cuts  him  off 
from  all  the  Plelps  of  Art  and  Phyfick,  Pain  and 
Want  are  the  only  Attendants  upon  his  Sick-Bed : 
— His  only  Profpetft  is  lingering  Sicknefs  and  un¬ 
avoidable  Death.  And  this  mud  be  his  certain 
Portion,  unlefs  there  were  Hofpitals  open,  and 
ready  to  receive  him :  Where  Attention  and  Diet, 
Care  and  Skill,  every  Comfort,  and  every  Conve¬ 
nience  (hall  be  as  freely  and  as  fully  beftowed  on 
him  by  the  Hand  or  Charity,  as  it  can  be  obtain¬ 
ed  or  purchafed  for  themfelves  by  all  the  W ealth 
of  the  Opulent  and  Rich. — There  (hall  his  Wounds 
be  clofed  or  the  broken  Limbs  be  bound  up  by  the 
moft  (kilful  Hands — There  will  every  Difeafe  have 
it’s  proper  Remedy  from  the  charitable  Knowlege 
of  the  ableft  and  moft  experienced  Phyficians.  And 
thus  a  poor  Wretch  who  muft  otherwife  have  in¬ 
evitably  perifhed,  will  be  reftored  to  Health  and 
Strength :  and  he,  who  came  into  the  Hofpital  a 

i  miferable, 
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miferable,  deftitute,  and  dying  Creature,  will  go 
out  of  it,  made  whole,  capable  of  living  comforta¬ 
bly  himfelf,  of  fupporting  his  Family,  and  there¬ 
by  ferving  the  Public. — Are  not  thefe  Points  wor¬ 
thy  your  Charity  ?  Do  they  not  demand  your  freed: 
Benevolence  ? 

The  Motives  that  have  been  urged  for  the  Re¬ 
lief  of  Poverty  and  Sicknefs  in  general,  will  plead 
ftrongly  in  the  Behalf  of  that  truly  charitable  In- 
ftitution,  the  Hofpital  for  the  Small-Pox  and  In¬ 
oculation,  which  the  Duty  of  my  Office  now  calls 
upon  me  to  recommend  to  your  compaffionate Re¬ 
gard.  The  particular  Arguments  for  our  Cha¬ 
rity  on  this  Occafion  will  arife  from  confidering 
the  Peculiarities  of  this  fad,  and  moft  miferable 
Difeafe,  from  it’s  Univerfality,  it’s  Contagion,  and 
it’s  Fatality. 

In  the  firft  place,  it  may  be  faid  to  be  univer- 
fal ;  for  the  Exceptions  of  thofe,  who  have  efcaped 
it,  tho’  they  have  been  within  the  Reach  of  Infec¬ 
tion,  are  fo  very  rare  and  uncommon,  that  it  may  be 
affirmed,  that  all  Mankind  in  general  are  fubject 
and  expofed  to  it'*.  There  is  reafon  to  think,  that 
it  is  engendered  and  born  in  us;  for,  however  in- 
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explicable  it  may  be,  it  is  certainly  true,  that  there 

C  is 

*  I  will  not  enter  into  the  Queftion,  concerning  the  Antiquity  of  this 
Diftemper ;  but  leaving  it  to  Phyficians,  and  Philologers,  ihallonlyob- 
ferve  that  the  Small-Pox  has  in  a  manner  overfpread  the  Face  of  the  Earth: 
And  may  be  compared  to  the  Confteliation  which  never  fets,  but  always 
moves  above  our  Horizon. 

Arffos  Occam  rn ententes  cequore  tingle 
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is  a  Fomes  in  our  Blood,  forne  hidden  malignant 
Matter  in  our  Frame  and  Compofition ;  which, 
when  it  comes  within  the  Contact  of  thefmalleftand 
even  imperceptible  Effluvia  of  this  morbific  Mat¬ 
ter,  burfts  into  a  Flame,  diffufes  itfelf  through  the 
whole  Body,  and  affects  at  once  the  whole  ani¬ 
mal  Oeconomy. 

Behold  the  Man  this  Day  in  perfect  Vigour, 
Health,  and  Beauty !  Behold  the  fame  Man  in  a 
few  Days  with  his  whole  Mafs  of  Blood  corrupt¬ 
ed  ;  a  natural  Reprefen tation  of  the  moral  State 
of  Jerufalem ,  as  defcribed  by  the  Prophet  Ifaiah , 

- From  the  Sole  of  the  Foot  to  the  Crown  of  the 

Head.,  there  is  no  found  Part  in  him  ;  nothing  but 
Rottennefs  and  Wounds ,  and  putrifying  Sores. 

This  is  what  all  of  us,  High  and  Low,  Young 
and  Old,  are  once  in  our  Lives  fubjedt  to.  Bleffed 
be  God,  that  this  Malady  can  feize  us  but  once ; 
but  let  this  be  afcribed  only  to  the  Mercy  of  God ; 
for  I  will  venture  to  fay,  that  it  is  not  in  the  Art 
of  Phyfick  to  account  for  it. 

Another  peculiar  Misfortune  attending  this  Di- 
ftemper  is  the  extreme  Contagion  of  it.  Such  as 
to  fpare  none,  but  thofe  whom  it  hath  already  at¬ 
tacked:  All  others,  however  near  or  dear  to  us, 
are  prevented  from  giving  us  any  Comfort  or  Af- 
fiftance.  The  Diftrefs  and  Anguifh  is  like  that  of 
j David,  when  he  fays,  My  Lovers  and  my  Kinfmen 
feed  afar  ojf>  and  thofe  of  my  Acquaintance  were 
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afraid  of  me,  and  conveyed  th'emfehes  from  me. 

How  often  does  it  happen,  that  the  afflicted  Pa¬ 
rent  is  forced  to  fly  from  the  dying  Child,  unable 
and  afraid  to  beftow  even  a  laft  and  parting  Look? 
For  every  tender  Sentiment  muft  give  place  to  the 
firft  Law  of  Self-Prefervation ;  and  this  is  no 
more  than  neceflary,  if  we  conflder  in  the  next: 
place  the  peculiar  Fatality  of  this  Difeafe. 

The  Havock  and  Devaluation  it  has  made  a- 
mongft  Mankind — in  this  refped,  I  fuppofe  no 
Difeafe  can  be  compared  with  it,  unlefs  it  be  that, 
which  is  fpecifically  called  the  Plague.  But  if  we 
conflder  the  long  Intermiffion  of  that  fatal  Mala¬ 
dy,  from  which  it  hath  pleafed  God  in  his  infi¬ 
nite  Mercy  now  to  have  fpared  this  Country  for 
near  a  whole  Century  :  On  the  other  hand,  when 
we  conflder  the  Continuance,  and  even  the  Per- 
petuity  of  the  Small-Pox  in  this  City,  the  Num¬ 
bers  deftroyed  by  it  will  be  found  at  leaft  equal  to 
thofe  who  have  periffled  even  by  the  moft  raging 
Peftilence. 

The  one  Diftemper,  though  it  moves  with  the 
Rapidity  of  a  Comet ;  yet  it  returns  like  that,  at 
far  diftant  Periods ;  the  other  may  be  compared 
to  a  fixed  malignant  Star,  which  always  hangs 
over  our  Heads,  and  perpetually  pours  down  it’s 
baneful  Influence  upon  us.  This  is  fo  true,  that 
upon  an  exadt  Calculation  it  appears,  that  this 
Diftemper  alone  has  for  every  paft  Century  fwept 
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away  from  this  Nation  near  half  a  Million  of  Peo¬ 
ple  i~.  < 

Can  nothing  then  be  found  out  to  refcue  Man¬ 
kind  from  this  dreadful  Deftroyer  ?  Can  no  Means 
be  thought  of  to  withfland  it’s  Fury,  or  at  leaf! 
to  abate  it’s  Violence  ?  Yes,  bleffed  be  God,  the 
Author  of  every  good  Work  and  Thought,  there 
has  been  a  Difcovery  lately  made,  by  which  the 
Virulence  and  Violence  of  this  Diftemper  has  been 
vaftly  diminifhed,  and  that  is,  the  Practice  of  In¬ 
oculation  ;  by  which  this  great  Benefit  and  Ad¬ 
vantage  has  been  obtained, — that  whereas  Men 
before  were  liable  to  be  feized  with  this  Diftem¬ 
per  without  Warning  or  Notice,  at  a  Time  when 
they  were  the  leaft  prepared  for  it — at  an  Age 
when  they  were  leaft  able  to  ftruggle  wdth  it. — 
Whereas  the  Infection  might  be  received,  when  it 
was  of  the  moft  malignant  Sort,  and  taken  in  at 
the  Lungs — a  Part  where  the  Diforder  is  always 
dangerous, — and  we  were  always  moft  liable  to 
take  it,  when  the  Blood  was  overheated,  and  con- 
fequently  in  the  moft  unfit  State  to  receive  it. 
Whoever  in  thefe  or  any  of  thefe  Circum fiances 
took  the  Diftemper,  was  hardly  ever  known  to 


furvive  it. 


On 


f  Thefe  Calculations  have  been  fettled  with  the  greatell  Accuracy  by 
a  Good,  and  a  Learned  Prelate,  the  Great  Patron  of  this  and  every  other 
charitable  Undertaking.  I  fhould  be  unjuit  to  my  Subjedf,  if  I  did  not 
recommend  his  excellent  Difcourfe  upon  it — as  a  Pattern  of  Piety  and 
Eloquence,  which  can  only  be  equalled  by  the  Benevolence  of  his  Heart. 
-—Vide  Bijhop  ^Worcester  ’s  Sermon  before  the  Governors  cf  the  Small- 
Pox  Hofpitah 
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On  the  other  hand  let  it  be  confidered,  that  by 
the  Practice  of  Inoculation  every  Help  and  Pre¬ 
caution  is  wifely  taken.  The  propereft  Time  of 
Life  is  fixed  on.  The  lead;  malignant  Infection  is 
procured ;  and  the  Body  by  a  moderate  Diet  and 
a  due  Preparation  is  fo  enabled  to  refill  the  Di- 
ftemper,  that  there  is  many  times  no  Appearance 
of  Danger,  and  fometimes  no  Occafion  for  Con¬ 
finement.  Whoever  can  fay  that  thefe  are  no  Ad¬ 
vantages,  may  as  well  affert  that  Chance  is  better 
than  Counfel,  and  that  the  only  Way  to  guard 
againft  the  Accidents  of  Life  is  never  to  think  of,s 
or  to  provide  for  them. 

But  there  is  another  Argument  in  favour  of  this 
Practice  of  Inoculation,  which  one  would  think 
could  not  fail  of  convincing  Mankind  of  it’s  Be¬ 
nefit  and  Advantage,  and  that  is  Experience. 

To  that  irrefragable  Argument  we  may  ftrong- 
3y  appeal :  Calculations  have  been  honeftly  and 
fairly  made,  and  that  from  a  Public  Hofpital, 
where  there  is  no  room  for  falfe  Report  or  Con¬ 
cealment,  and  from  them  it  appears,  that  inftead 
of  One  in  Seven ,  which  was  the  Number  loft  by 
this  Diftemper  in  the  Natural  Way,  there  has  died 
in  the  new  Method  One  in  Two  Hundred  and  Fif¬ 
ty  f. 

How 

f  From  the  Inftitution  of  this  Hofpital  it  appears,  that  1252  PerfonT 
have  been  inoculated,  whereof  Five  only  have  died.  That  in  the  lafl 
Year  713  have  been  taken  into  this  Hofpital  in  the  Natural' Way,  out  ©§ 
whom  j  80  died,  which.is  more  than  Om-'nifbuT, 
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How  vaft  a  Difference !  How  great  a  Preserva¬ 
tion  of  Life !  Confequently  how  beneficial  a  Blef- 
fing  to  this  Nation. 

Againft  thefe  ftrong  Arguments  both  from 
Reafon  and  Experience  there  are  no  Objections  to 
be  made,  but  fuch  as  are  founded  either  on  Folly, 
Superftition,  or  groundlefs  Fear :  And  from  ei¬ 
ther  of  thefe  Sources,  weak  as  they  are  in  Ap¬ 
pearance,  will  fometimes  proceed  an  Obfiinacy, 
which  is  not  eafily  fubdued.  I  am  afraid  it  will 
be  generally  found  among  the  greater  Part  of  Man¬ 
kind,  that  Folly  is  an  Over-match  for  Reafon;  it 
can  withftand  all  it’s  Force  ;  and  as  it  is  incapa¬ 
ble  and  infenfible  of  it’s  Powers,  it  would  be  vain 
and  ufelefs  to  employ  them  againft  it. 

But  Superftition,  though  founded  in  Folly  and 
Ignorance,  as  it  has  fome  fort  of  Religion  mixed 
with  it,  may  require  and  deferve  fome  fatisfaCtory 
Anfwer.  Should  a  Man  be  never  fo  much  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  Utility  of  this  Practice,  yet  he  is  not 
to  comply  with  it,  fo  long  as  he  apprehends  it 
would  be  an  Offence  againft  God.  But  furely  this 
Notion  (as  every  other  Degree  of  Superftition)  is 
founded  only  in  a  Mifapprehenfion  of  the  Deity. 
It  is  certainly  true,  that  God  will  judge  of  us 
by  our  Intentions.  Let  us  then  fuppofe,  that  a 
Parent  with  the  beft  Intentions,  and  the  moft  ten¬ 
der  AfteCtions  towards  a  Child,  fhould  perform 
this  Practice  on  him.  Let  us  fuppofe  the  worft 

that 
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that  could  happen,  that  the  Child  fhould  die 
under  it.  It  may  perhaps  add  to  the  Parents 
Mifery  and  Affliction  :  But  to  fuppofe  that  God 
Almighty  would  be  angry  with  him  for  it,  is  to 
fuppofe  of  the  Divine  Being,  what  would  be  Blaf- 
phemy  to  mention. 

But  ftill  perhaps  it  may  be  faid,  that  there  is 
Danger  in  it;  and  that  fome  Perfons  have  died 
by  it :  And  what  is  there  in  Human  Life,  that 
has  not  Danger  in  it !  Our  Food,  our  Phyfick, 
the  very  Air  we  breathe  may  be  fatal  to  us.  All 
the  Means  we  employ  for  preferving  Life  may  be 
the  Deftruction  of  it.  The  right  Inference  from 
this  fhould  be,  to  truft  in  God  as  abfolutely,  as 
if  all  our  Endeavours  were  nothing  ;  but  at  the 
fame  time,  to  ufe  all  our  Endeavours  as  much,  as. 
if  we  had  nothing  elfe  to  rely  upon.  For,  in  the 
ordinary  Courfe  of  Things,  Providence  will  not 
help  thofe  who  will  not  help  themfelves.  As  to 
the  Hazard ;  if  we  engage  in  nothing,  but  what 
is  abfolutely  free  from  Danger,  we  mu  ft  be  very 
unadlive  Beings  indeed.  There  are  many  Con¬ 
ditions  in  Life,  in  which  Men,  if  they  would  do 
their  Duty  as  they  ought,  muft  voluntarily  expofe 
themfelves  to  the  moil  imminent  Danger.  But 
furely  no  one  ever  thought  it  contrary  to  right 
Reafon  and  Prudence  to  incur  a  lefs  Danger,  in 
order  to  avoid  a  greater. — In  fhort,  all  the  Appre- 
heniions  of  Danger  from  this  Practice  are  founded 

in

In  a  fond  Timidity.  They  are  nothing  more, 
than  the  Suggeftions  of  a  weak  and  impotent  Mind 
againft  a  manly  and  a  rational  Refolution. 

If  any  other  Argument  were  necefiary  to  re¬ 
commend  this  Charity,  it  might  be  taken  from 
the  Authority  of  thofe  great  Names,  which  appear 
on  the  Lift  as  Stewards  and  Governors  of  it.  But 
as  many  of  them  are  now  prefent,  I  (hall  only  fay, 
that  this  is  but  one  Inftance  of  the  generous,  no¬ 
ble  and  diftnterefted  Spirit,  with  which  they  have 
always  ferved  the  Public. 

What  has  been  faid,  may,  I  hope,  be  fufficient 
to  recommend  this  Practice,  and  to  anfwer  every 
Objection  to  it.  It  now  only  remains  to  fay  a  few 
Words  to  excite  and  befeech  your  Contributions 
towards  it.  Great  and  generous  as  they  have  al¬ 
ready  been  (for  which  may  the  Prayers  and  Blef- 
imgs  of  the  Multitudes  relieved  by  them  enter  the 
Ears  of  the  Lord  of  Hofts,  and  call  down  his 
merciful  Prote&ion  upon  you)  yet  with  Sorrow  I 
mu  ft  fay  it,  they  have  not  yet  been  fufficient  to 
anfwer  all  the  Purpofes  oi  this  Charity.  For  want 
of  Room  and  proper  Accommodation  many  a 
poor  Creature  who  labours  under  this  Diftemper, 
and  defires  to  be  ad mif ted  into  this  Hofpital  (and 
none  but  the  Poor  and  Helplefs  do  ever  defire  it) 
mu  ft  at  prefent  be  refufed  Admittance.  And 
what  muft  be  the  Cafe  of  a  poor  Man  under  this 
Diftemper,  to  whom  the  Doors  of  this  Hofpital 

muft

muft  neceffarily  be  fhut !  I  will  give  no  Offence 
by  drawing  into  your  View  fuch  a  Blocking,  un¬ 
comfortable  Scene.  I  will  forbear  any  Defcrip- 
tion  of  thofe  loathfome  Objedts  of  Mifery,  the 
very  Relation  of  whole  Sufferings  would  be  as 
difagreeable  to  the  Ear,  as  the  Sight  of  fuch  Spec¬ 
tacles  is  offenlive  to  the  Eye. 

But  let  not  this  Forbearance  prove  any  Detri¬ 
ment  to  thofe  miferable  Creatures,  nor  divert  the 
intended  Bounty  of  any  generous  Benefadtor  from 
being  applied  to  their  Relief ;  who,  I  truft,  will 
conlider  them  as  fo  much  the  more  diftreffed,  by 
how  much  the  more  loathfome  they  are  ;  and  re¬ 
flect  with  himfelf  how  dreadful  it  muft  be  to  feel 
the  Anguilh  of  thofe  Sores,  which  it  is  a  Pain  to 
others  even  to  fee  or  hear  of.  He  that  can  only  think 
of  this  deplorable  Cafe,  without  feeling  for  it,  muft 
want  every  Degree  of  Mercy  and  Compaflion. 

If  any  Thing  can  be  more  noble  and  praife-worthy 
than  to  relieve  this  Calamity, when  it  happens ;  it  is, 
as  far  as  poflible,  to  prevent  it:  which  leads  me  toex- 
hort  you  to  contribute  towards  the  Support  of  the 
other  Branch  of  this  Charity,  that  of  Inoculation. 

As  to  thofe  who  have  fuccefsfully  pradtifed  it 
on  their  Children,  (among  whom  with  ever  grate- 
ful  Heart  I  acknowledge  myfelf  to  be  one)  Let 
them  think  of  the  Joy  they  have  known  ;  a  Joy 
which  none  but  a  Parent’s  Heart  can  feel :  Let 
them  refledt  on  the  merciful  Bl effing  they  have  re¬ 
ceived,  and  let  them  fay  to  their  Hearts,  as  holy 
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David  does,  What  Reward  pall  we  give  unto  the 
Lord ,  for  thk  Benefit  which  he  hath  done  unto  ui  P 
The  only  Return  that  he  experts,  or  that  we  can 
make,  is  to  extend  this  Blefiing,  as  far  as  it  is  in 
our  Power,  to  our  Fellow- Creatures ;  that  the  Be¬ 
nefit  of  it  may  be  common,  as  it  is  great ;  which 
is  not  to  be  done,  but  by  a  large  and  ample  Con? 
tribution. 

As  to  thofe  who  ftill  feel  in  their  Breafts  the 
Struggles  betwixt  Fear  and  Love  ;  but  who  are  fo 
convinced  of  the  Utility  of  this  Praaice,  as  to  re- 
folve  to  venture  on  it  all  that  is-  moft  dear  and 
tender  to  them,  perhaps  even  their  own  Lives ; 
let  them  lift  up  their  Hearts  to  him,  on  whom 
alone,  the  Iffues  of  Life  and  Death  belong :  Let: 
them  implore  his  Help  and  Affiftance,  which  he 
has  promifed,  and  they  are  to  expeT,  in  propor? 
tion  to  the  Mercy  they  have  fhewed  to  others. 

Lajlly ,  in  general,  and  to  all  Men  X  appeal - 

If  Charity  and  Beneficence  be  that  Virtue,  which 
is  moft  ftrongly  recommended  to  us  in  the  Gof- 
pel  ;  If  the  moft  precious  Promifes,  and  the 
greateft  Rewards  are  offered  to  it;  If  it,  moft 
highly  exalts  our  Nature  ;  If  it  makes  us  approach  , 
the  neareft  to  the  Likenefs  of  our  God  and  Father,; 
If  there  be  any  Virtue ,  and  if  there  be- any  Praife^ 

I  have  done  my  Duty  in  exhorting  you,  and  you 
will  do  your  Duty  in  following  my  Exhortations, , 

to  think  on ,  and  pradtife  thefe  ft  kings.

Rife^  Progrefsy  and  State  of  the  HOSPITAL^ 
for  relieving  poor  People  afflicted  with  the 
Small-Pox,  and  for  Inoculation  : 

From  its  Firft  Institution  (26  September  1746) 

to  3 1  December  1 7  5.7.

THIS  H  O  S  P  IT  A  L  was  inftituted  in  the  Year  R&. 
1746,  fupported  by  a  Subfcription  then  made 
by  feveral  Noblemen,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 
who  were  defirous  that  a  Charity  ufeful  in  itfelf, 
and  fo  beneficial  to  the  Public,  might  be  begun  near  this 
Great  Metropolis,  there  not  being  any  Hospital  of  this 
-  Kind  in  Europe. 

Th  e  Relief  of  the  Neceffitous -under  that  fevere,  naufeous, 
and  frequent  Diftemper,  The  SMALLPOX,  is  a  Work 
of  Charity  fo  evidently  attended  with  many  beneficial  Circum- 
ftances,  as  well  to  the  Public  as  to  the  unhappy  Objects,  that 
it  is  in  reality  not  a  little  ftrange,  that  the  eftablifhing  a  Fund 
for  fuch  a  Charity  ftiould  be  a  Defign  of  no  longer  Handing. 

It  is  univerfall-y  agreed,  that  amongft  all  Diftempers,  to 
which  Providence  has  made  the  Human  Body  liable,  there 
is  none  fo  afflicting,  fo  alarming,  or  which  demands  inch 
careful,  ipeedy,  and  continual  Afflftance,  as  the  SMALL¬ 
POX;  'to  which  the  inferior  Sort  of  People  are  at  leaft 
equally  liable  with  thofe  in  a  higher  Sphere  01  Lite,  though 
utterly  unable  to  fupport  themfelves  under  lb  dreadful  a  Ma¬ 
lady,  or  to  procure  the  neceffary  Means  for  their  Recovery. 

As  this  Difeafe  is  Co  frightful,  even  in  its  firft  Appearance, 
and  at  the  fame  time  contagious,  and  almoft  inevitable.  Fami¬ 
lies  of  all  Degrees  are  thrown  into  the  utmoft  Confufion,  when 
it  invades  any  Perfon  amongft  them,  let  his  or  her  Station  be 
what  it  will.  To  keep  a  Servant  in  fuch  a  Condition  is,  ge¬ 
nerally  fpeaking, 'exceedingly  inconvenient :  To  thruft  them 
out  of  Doors  under  fuch  Circumftances,  always  inhuman,

commonly  fatal.  How  agreeable,  therefore,  mull  the  Infor¬ 
mation  prove  to  all  confiderate  and  charitable  Perfons,  that 
for  removing  of  thefe  Difficulties,  for  fecuring  private  Fa¬ 
milies,  and  for  the  Preservation  of  the  wretched  Individuals 
labouring  under  this  Difeafe,  there  is  already  eftablifhed. 

An  HOSPITAL  for  the  Small-Pox, 

where  Perfons  of  both  Sexes,  and  of  all  Ages,  may  be  care¬ 
fully  provided  for,  both  as  to  Phyfic  and  Diet,  and  pro¬ 
perly  attended  in  that  calamitous  Condition  ;  and  this  at  a 
very  eafy  Expence  to  the  Governors,  who  by  their  charitable 
Contributions  fupport  the  Fund  for  fo  glorious,  and  fo  com- 
paffionate  an  Undertaking,  which,  only  to  mention,  is  to 
recommend.  A  needlefs  Pomp  of  Words  would  rather 
obfcure,  than  illuflrate  thisDefign  *,  the  Utility  and  Huma¬ 
nity  of  which,  all,  who  have  the  fmalleft  Attention  or 
Tendernefs,  cannot  fail  to  comprehend. 

As  what  has  been  faid  fufficiently  ffiews,  how  well-adapt¬ 
ed  a  Charity  this  is,  in  refpedt  to  fuch  as  are  affli&ed  with  this 
Difeafe  in  the  Natural  Way  ;  fo  the  other  Part  of  the  Scheme, 
which  has  a  Tendency  to  preferve  our  Species  from  the  Ra¬ 
vages  of  this  infectious  Malady,  by  rendering  it  lefs  malignant 
and  lefs  deftruCtive,  in  the  Way  of  Inoculation,  deferves 
likewife  public  Approbation  and  effectual  Encouragement. 

The  Objections  that  have  been  made  againft  this  Prac¬ 
tice,  are  founded  rather  in  an  Averfion  to  Novelty,  however 
ufeful,  than  in  an  Adherence  to  Reafon  and  Experience.  The 
itrange  Imputation  that  a  well-eftablifhed  Method  of  pre- 
ferving  many  Lives,  is  an  Attempt  upon  the  Prerogative  of 
the  Almighty,  will  make  no  Impreffion  upon  any,  who  con- 
fider  that  the  fame  Thing  may  be  urged  againft  exhibiting 
Medicines  at  all,  either  fanative  or  preventive,  and  the  ex¬ 
traordinary  Methods  that  are  often  neceffary  to  be  made 
life  of,  to  ftop  the  Progrefs  of  any  particular  Difeafe. 

The  Benefits  of  Inoculation  appear  every  Year,  by 
frefh  Trials,  greater  and  more  certain.  This  dreadful,  this  de¬ 
ftruCtive  Diftemper  is  thereby  rendered  mild  and  manageable,, 
and  becomes  rather  a  Purgation  of  the  Body  from  the  latent 
Seeds  of  an  expeCted  Difeafe,  than  creating  a  Difeafe  itfelfi. 
It  delivers  People  from  thole  Apprehensions,  with  which,. 
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till  they  have  had  the  SMALL-POX^  they  are  always 
haunted.  It  frees  them  from  the  Objections,  that  are  con¬ 
tinually  made  to  their  being  received  into  any  Family,  while 
they  remain  expofed  to  that  Difeafe  in  the  Natural  Way.  It 
gives  them  Courage  to  enter  into  the  Service  of  their  Country* 
either  by  Land  or  Sea  ;  and  protects  them,  while  in  that  Ser¬ 
vice,  from  the  Rifque  of  being  carried  off,  for  Want  of  thofe 
Accommodations,  which  Camps  and  Ships  rarely  fupply. 

To  all  thefe,  if  we  add  the  general  and  great  Confidera- 
tion  of  preferving  fo  many  Lives,  which  may  evidently  arife 
from  thefe  different  Ways  of  having  the  Difeafe,  (for  upon 
a  general  Calculation,  25  or  30  die  out  of  150  Patients, 
having  the  Diftemper  in  the  Natural  Way,  and  one  only 
out  of  this  Number,  when  Inoculated,)  it  will  appear, 
that  this  is  a  Thing  of  very  high  Importance  ;  and  that 
it  is  not  eafy  to  name  an  Undertaking  more  laudable  in  it- 
felf,  or  more  beneficial  in  its  Confequences,  than  the  making 
a  Provifion,  that  thofe,  who  really  ftand  in  the  greatefl  Need 
of  this  Prefervative,  and  yet  from  their  low,  though  ufeful 
Stations  in  Life,  are  precluded  from  it,  fhould  be  refcued  from, 
a  Condition,  equally  injurious  to  them  and  to  Society. 

B  u  t  as  the  World  will  be  often  divided  in  Sentiments,, 
in  Matters  of  fuch  a  Nature  ;  fo,  by  the  Conflitution  of  this 
Charity,  due  Care  is  taken,  that  the  Intentions  of  fuch 
well-difpofed  Perfons,  as  fhall  contribute  to  any  Branch  of 
it,  fhall  be  punctually  anfwer’d.  For  they  may  direCt  their 
Benefadions  to  be  bellowed  upon  fuch  Perfons  only,  as  are 
infeCted  with  the  Natural  SMALL-POX  -9  or,  if  they 
judge  the  promoting  Inoculation  the  more  beneficial, 
they  may  confine  their  Gifts  thereto  ;  or,  if  given  without 
any  DiftinCtion,  it  will  be  applied  to  the  general  Fund,  both, 
for  Natural  SMALL-POX  and  for  Inoculation. 

To  thefe  Confiderations,.  it  is  proper  to  add  one  Circum¬ 
stance,  which,  duly  confidered,  cannot  but  have  great  Weight 
with  all,  who  have  any  Feeling  for  their  Fellow-Creatures  in 
Diftrefs ;  which  is,  that  it  is  an  HOSP  I  TAL,  in  Aid  of 
all  other  Hofpitals,  being  calculated,  by  its  very  Conflitu¬ 
tion,  to  receive  thofe  miferable  Creatures,  whom  the  Rules 
of  all  other  Charities  exprefly  and  prudentialiy  exclude. 

As  this  ufeful  and  needfary  Charity  loudly  calls  for  fur¬ 
ther  Affiflance,  may  it  not  be  juftly  hoped,  that  many  pious, 
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and  compaffionate  Hands  will  bountifully  contribute  to  the 
Support,  Continuance,  and  Enlargement  of  a  Defign,  which 
Realon,  good  Policy,  Humanity,  and  Religion  fo  powerful¬ 
ly  recommend? 

General  This  HOSPITAL  confifts  of  two  Houfes,  at  a  due 
Plan .  Diftance  from  each  other,  in  airy  Situations, 

Situation.  That  for  preparing  the  Patients  for  Inoculation  is  in 
the  shower -Street,  Jjlington  ;  and  that  for  receiving  them, 
when  theDifeafe  appears,  and  for  the  Reception  of  Patients 
in  thelNatural  Way,  is  in  Cold-Bath  Fields. 

General  Stated  General  Courts  are  held  half-yearly,  to  wit,  in 
Courts.  Jpril  and  October ,  or  within  ten  Days  before  or  after  each 
of  thofe  Months  •,  Notice  of  which  is  Dent  to  each  Governor, 
as  well  as  publicly  advertifed. 

Prefidenis ,  Two  Prefidents,  Four  Vice-Prefidents,  and  a  Treafurer, 
&C.  are  annually  eleded  out  of  the  Governors. 

Commit-  A  Houfe- Committee  of  Thirteen  Governors  ischofen  Half- 

tee .  yearly,  who  meet  the  firft  Thurfday  in  the  Month  at  Ten  in 

the  Forenoon  at  the  HOSPITAL  in  Cold-Bath  Fields ,  and 
the  other  Thurfday  s  at  Child's  Coffee- Houfe  in  St,  Paul's 
Church-Yard ,  at  Five  in  the  Afternoon,  to  tranfad  the  Bufinefs 
of  the  HOSPITAL;  at  which  Meetings  all  Governors 
prefent  have  a  Vote,  and  their  Attendance  will  be  efteemed  a 
Favour. 

Houfe -  A  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  attend  the  Hofpital  without  Fee, 

OJicers.  or  Reward. 

T  Lie  re  are  a  Secretary,  two  Apothecaries,  a  Meflenger, 
Matrons,  proper  Nurfes,  &c. —  No  Fee ,  Rewar d,  or  Gratuity, 
to  be  taken  from  ary  Patients ,  Tradefmen ,  or  other  Perfons ,  on 
Account  of  the  HOSPITAL ,  on  Pain  of  Expulfion. 

Governors  Thirty  Guineas  xonflitutes  a  Governor  for  Life;  Five 
Pualifoa-  Guineas  per  Annum,  a  Governor  during  fuch  Sublcription, 
Uon'  or  after  two  fuch  annual  Subfcriptions  any  Perfon,  by  pay¬ 
ing  not  Ids  than  Twenty  Guineas ,  on  or  before  the  14th  of 
October,  1760,  becomes  a  Governor  for  Life.  Smaller 
Benefadions  are  accepted  with  Gratitude. 

Privilege.  Every  Governor  has  a  Vote  at  all  general  Courts  and 
Committees,  and  is  entitled  to  have  one  Patient  in  each 
Houfe  at  a  Time.  Ladies  have  the  fame  Privilege,  and 
may  vet e,  by  Proxies,  at  all  Eledions. 
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Every  Annual  Subfcriber  is  entitled  to  nave  one  Patient 
in  the  Hofpital  for  the  Natural  Way  at  a  Time,  provided 
there  are  three  Beds  for  Men,  and  two  for  Women  Patients, 
in  Referve,  for  Governors  Recommendations. 

A  Committee  of  Accompts  of  Seven  Governors  is  an¬ 
nually  chofe  in  or  about  April ,  who  meet  at  lead  once  a 
Quarter  to  examine  and  audit  all  Tradefmens  Bills,  which 
are  afterwards  ordered  by  the  Houfe-Committee  for  Pay¬ 
ment. 

The  Accounts  are  regularly  kept,  and  open  at  all  Times  Accounts 
for  the  Infpedion  of  the  Governors. 

Two  Governors  are  appointed  Viftors  by  the  Ploufe-  Vifitoru 
Committee,  for  fix  Months,  who  frequently  attend  the 
Hofpital  for  Inoculation  ;  and  alfo  the  Hofpital  for  the 
Natural  Way,  alternately  ♦,  to  infped  into  the  Condud  and 
Management  of  the  Officers,  Servants,  and  others  therein. 

Every  Perfon  deftitute  of  Friends,  or  Money,  and  la  -  Qbje&s. 
bouring  under  this  melancholy  Difeafe,  or  defirous  of  being 
inoculated,  is  a  proper  Qhjed  oi  this  Charity. 

Patients  in  the  Natural  Way  are  received  every  Day  ;  Natural 
but  Enquiry  mud  firft  be  made  if  there  is  Room,  to  pre- 
vent  the  Danger  and  Expence  of  a  Difappdintment. 

Patients  for  Inoculation  are  received  about  eight  Tnoculat- 
times  in  the  Year,  of  which  timely  Notice  is  given  in  the*7?-  Pa~ 
Public  Advertiser,  Men  and  Boys  atone  time,  and 
Women  and  Girls  at  another,  alternately  ;  and  the  Gover¬ 
nors  are  defifed  to  be  careful  in  recommending  none  but 
thofe  that  are  really  Poor,  as  a  want  of  that  care  will  be 
an  Injury  to  proper  Objeds.  Governors  are  de fired  to 
fend  their  Recommendations  as  loon  as  figned  to  the  Apo¬ 
thecary  at  the  Houfe  of  Preparation,  in  JJlington ,  which 
will  be  by  him  immediately  enter’d  on  the  Books,  and
